It's Just Practice 



Salem township residents 
needn't run for, cover unless 
they feel they need the prac- 
tice— when the Air Raid 
Alert siren blows 'this Sun- 
day (Nov. 10, at 2 p.m.) It will 
be only a practice run, says 
Preston Stoxen. Civil Defense 
Director for Salem. 

The alert has a double pur- 
pose — to get people acquaint- 
ed with the sound of the Air 
Raid Alert and to check the 
siren to make sure it's operat- 
ing properly. Mr. Stoxen 
also hopes to determine if tlie 
siren can bo lteard In the 
whole area. It is thought 
possible that there may be a 
"dead spot" in the northwest 
corner of the township. For 
lids reason, ho would appre- 
ciate hearing from people as 
to whether or not they heard 
the siren. Ho would partic- 
ularly like to hear from peo- 
ple in the Shangi-La area.

Although the sound of the 
siren is identical to that of 
the firo department, tltc 
siren is blown in a different 
manner for the Alert. The 
siren is blown continuously 
for the Alert, but because the 
siren is rotating it gives the 
effect of fading out and re- 
turning in volume. 

Tlie siren will be blown 
twice . for the Alert (three 
minutes each time) and twice 
for the Take Cover. There is 
no All Clear blown any 
more. Citizens arc supposed 
to turn to the Conelrad sta- 
tion — 1240 on your radio dial 
— for the instructions when 
the Alert is sounded.

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Tax Under Fire 

Springfield, Nov. 7— Di- 
version of motor fuel tax 
funds for non-highway pur- 
poses would deprive motor- 
ists of the good roads for 
which they are paying and 
such diversion must be 
avoided, the Illinois High- 
way funds Protection Com- 
mittee declared today. 

The committee pointed out 
that the motor fuel tax is a 
special benefit tax. ' In other 
words, highway users in addi- 
tion to paying ail other taxes 
pay an extra tax on motor 
fuel for the privilege of driv- 
ing on the highways, roads, 
and streets. This tax then is 
paid by the motorist for the 
special benefit he receives in 
the form of roads and high- 
ways on which to drive. Tlie 
funds he pays for this special 
benefit therefore should bo 
used for that purpose and 
that purpose alone. 

These statements by the 
Highway Funds Protection 
Committee, were made in the 
face of proposals which may 
be presented at the Novem- 
ber Special Session of the Illi- 
nois General Assembly to 
transfer motor Ricl tax funds 
to the General Revenue Fund.

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It's common knowledge to- 
day that there is a relation- 
ship between obesity and 
heart disease. 

Heart Associations and 
local Heart Councils have ad- 
vised the public for several 
years that weight-watching, 
although not a surefire guar- 
antee against heart trouble, -is 
excellent practice for one's 
general health as well as tor 
the heart's protection. 

One of the annoyances that 
go with overweight la fre- 
quent difficulty in breathing. 
The fatter the individual, the 
more difficult a job breath- 
ing is likely to become. 

Why: 

This is a question that has 
Interested the Heart Associa- 
tion for a long time, both in 
the interest of discovering 
how nest to treat breathing 
problems, and to gain new 
knowledge about the process- 
es through which breathing 
is controlled. 

In Heart Association-spon- 
sored research a theory has 
been developed to explain the 
breathing difficulties of the 
very obese.
